North Carolina Is One 
of Deadliest in the 
the World. 


NEW YORK, April 9.—(P)— 
One thousand of the Navy’s fight- 
ing men representing every state 
in the Union today commissioned 
the 35,000-ton battleship North 
Carolina before 1,500 special 
guests at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

The $70,000,000 dreadnaught, 
most formidable ship of the fleet 
and one of the deadliest in the 
world from the standpoint of 
shooting power, was the first cap- 
ital ship to be commissioned by 
Uncle Sam in 18 years and her 
complement showed their pride in 
a colorful and traditional 29-min- 
ute ceremony. 

Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox told the audience and the 
world that “we are foreshadowing 

with this ship the greastest navy 
the world has ever seen.” 

The North Carolina is the first 
of 17 battleships ordered by the 
Navy. 

Although commissioned three 
months ahead of schedule, the 
North Carolina will not go into 
service until July. Officers be- 
lieved that she would join the 
Pacific fleet. |

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Should Be Unnecessary 
It is a bitter reflection upon a few persons 
in this country—a scant few, let it be hoped 
—that Senator Green, of Rhode Island, felt it 


necessary to introduce in the United States 
senate a bill making it a federal offense to 
bar United|States soldiers or sailors in uniform 
from public carriers or meeting places. In ad- 
dition, the bill provides penalty for those found 
guilty of casting contempt, either by word or 
act, upon anyone because of his appearance in 
a uniform or membership in a military or naval 
service. 

There have been scattered complaints, even 
in Atlanta, that morons have sneered at men 
wearing army uniforms. Eleanor Roosevelt, in 


a recent column, referred to some restaurant | 


keepers who refused to serve men in uniform. 

Such incidents are difficult to believe yet, 
no matter how rare, they should be promptly 
stamped out, if for no other reason than to 
teach the guilty ones how despicable they are 
in the eyes of the general public. 

The boys who wear the uniform of Uncle 
‘Sam, today, are exactly the same boys who, 
only a few weeks or months ago, worked in 
offices, shops and stores, went to the movies 
with all of us and attended the same church 
and Sunday school. They are our neighbors’ 
boys,.and our own, no different whatsoever in 
uniform or out of it. 

No different, that is, save that the uniform 
is a badge of honor. For it denotes they are 
the ones chosen by Uncle Sam to be trained 
for a duty the highest any citizen may render 
to his nation. We pray that the service of war 
may never come, but if it does these same boys 
we see in uniform today will be the shield and 
buckler of the nation’s safety and the nation’s 
honor. 

Instead of scorn and contempt, every man 
worthy of the name of man, every woman of 
decent instincts, will pay highest honor, at 
every opportunity, to every boy who wears the 
khaki or the blue.

There is a significant reference in a recent 
news article quoting Dr. E. R. Weidlein, chief 
of the chemical, drug and allied products divi- 
sion of the Office of Production Management.

and other chemicals needed in the manufac- 
ture of explosives.” 

When the size of the stocks of cotton al- 
ready owned by the government is considered, 
the fact that there is still not enough of this 
staple should arouse hope that the price of 
cotton will, in the not far distant future, ad- 
vance to a point where the south will find a 
new prosperity. | 

Not that this prospect should bring about 
any increase in cotton acreage. There is still 
too large a carryover stock of cotton. How- 
ever, if the needs of the defense program, and 
of the aid-to-Britain program, result in wiping 
out, or materially reducing, that cotton sur- 
plus, the effect on the price of cotton cannot 
but be bullish. 

If, as Dr. Weidlein stated, there is still a 
shortage of cotton for the making of explosives, 
the defense program will result in direct bene- 
fit to the cotton-growing states of the south 
as a whole.

The Museum Washes Its Face 


Thomas Hart Benton’s diatribe against mu- 
seums as “the morgues of art’ and against 
museum directors as “pretty boys with thin 
wrists” may be just another effort at publicity, 
but Benton’s reputation for sanity in conduct 
as well as in art would deny this charge. He 
has never luxuriated in the public hocus- 
pocus of Salvador Dali nor the artistic dis- 
temper of Gutzon Borglum, although his 
realistic portrayals of America in the raw 
have sometimes aroused the wrath of critics 
greater in patriotism than in judgment. 

Americans generally have been suspicious 
of artists because generally"they are ignorant 
of art; no subject so constantly lurks in the 
mystifying penumbra of American conscious- 
ness. To the average man, the confusing argot 
of artists suggests the Tower of Babel and 
a museum the Cimmerian chasm of entombed 
gloom. 

Becayse it recognized the permanent quali- 
ties of painting and the enduring virtues of 
subsidizing creative artists, the federal gov- 
ernment within recent years began seriously 
to give beauty to its public buildings by per- 
mitting its various building agencies to allo- 
cate public funds for murals, corbels, medal- 
lions, and other forms of architectural en- 
chantment. This action, together with side- 
walk shows, inexpensive reproductions, wider 
publicity, and returning prosperity has gone 
far to remove painting from its exclusive and 
cloud-like circle and to bring it nearer the 
understanding of the average man. The gov- 
ernment tried the same experiment with the 
theater, but abandoned ®the project Over the 
protests of playwrights, actors, and theatrical 
folk in general. 

Today there is a healthier respect for art 
and those who create it; many have learned 
that wealth need be no prerequisite for un- 
derstanding. Benton, Wood, Curry and others 
have brought painting home; may they show 
the way to many others.

More than a month ago consent decrees 
governing the use of music on the air went 
into effect.

Finally, the 
government stepped in and by two parallel 
decrees laid the groundwork for settlement of 
the issues. It then was up to the broadcasters

It is no more than time that this should be 
accomplished and the ASCAP tunes brought 
back to the radio listening public. If it is not 
brought about quickly, the public has a right 
to expect that the government force a settle- 
ment. Few things wield a more potent, if in- 
tangible, effect on the average person than 
good music. ‘That the best of modern tunes be 
kept from the public by inexcusable delay is 
not to be tolerated. 

ASCAP and groups representing the broad- 
casters of the country have held several meet- 
ings, and apparently the issue today is up to 


the broadcasters. They should act immediate- 
ly or explain their position. The public wants 
the music now barred by the broadcasters and 
its patience is fast running low.

Georgia Editors Say: 


STONE MOUNTAIN MEMORIAL 
(From The Brunswick News.) 


Happy assurance that the Stone Mountain 
Confederate Memorial will be completed within 
a few years comes with the passage of a bill to 
permit resumption of work on the project and 
the announcement by the southeastern WPA di- 
rector that all Georgia needs to do to obtain funds 
for the memorial is to make a request to the 
federal government. 

And, in any rejoicing over the pleasant news 
that the project will be carried through, it would 
be amiss not to give full recognition to Senator 
Jack Williams; publisher of the Waycross Journal- 
Herald, who authored the successful measure and 
who has carried on for years an almost one-man 
crusade for the memorial. Without detracting 
from any aid which may have come from other 
sources, major credit undoubtedly belangs to Mr, 
Williams. 

The plan for completion of the memorial seems 
both simple and sensible. The Atlanta-Athens 
road, which passes the mountain, will become a 
toll road. In addition, there will be a charge to 
an attractive park which will be created around 
the mountain and park concessions will bring in 
other revenue. If Mr. Williams is correct in his 
estimate that the memorial will attract some 
$4,000,000 to $5,000,000 annually in tourist trade, 
the project will not only pay for itself quickly 
but it will be a valuable source of state income 
for many years. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


NO MAN’S LAND WASHINGTON, April 9.—While the mas- 

tery of the eastern Mediterranean is dis- 
puted in the twisted passes of the Balkans, concern is suddenly 
rising here over the situation in the western Mediterranean. Colo- 
nel William J. Donovan, in his report to our authorities, aptly de- 
scribed the Mediterranean as “the no man’s land of the second 
World War.” And nothing better illustrates the degree of respon- 
sibility already assumed by this country for the second World 
War’s outcome than the fact that something very like intervention 
in the western Mediterranean is now under consideration. 


MEDITERRANEAN DANGER The situation which is causing 


such concern is fairly simple 
in broad outline. The two entrances to the west Mediterranean are 
the Straits of Gibraltar and the 70-mile-wide passage between 
Sicily and Africa. With a German air fleet in Sicily, the British 
warships based on Alexandria cannot control the western half of 
the Mediterranean without a base there. Their only base is at 
Gibraltar, which probably can be held for a long siege, but cannot 
serve as a base when subjected to air attack from near at hand, 

Thus, if French North Africa, Spain and Spanish Morocco go 
over to Germany, the western Mediterranean will become a Ger- 
man lake.’ German ships can make the passage from French ports 
to Africa with impunity. German African expeditions can be amply 
supplied. Eventually, the Germans can bring the northern half 
of the African Atlantic coast, from Dakar upward, under their con- 
trol. With additional submarine harbors and air fields in this area, 
the Germans can drive the convoys traveling between Britain and 
the Middle and Far East almost over to Brazil. 7 

The crucial battle of the Atlantic will once more be terribly 
affected by the struggle in the Mediterranean, as it has already been 
by the strain of supplying Wavell’s forces. Meanwhile, with the 
Suez canal still periodically blocked by German air mines, and the 
western Mediterranean impassable even for emergency convoys, the 
position of Wavell’s forces will also become far more precarious. 

Such is the danger. It is causing concern at the moment, be- 
cause of the progressive degeneration of the French North African 
position. There is little doubt, even among the now Franco-phobe 
British, of the desire to resist of the French chieftain in North 
Africa, Marshal Weygand. That was proved in January, when a 
warning of German aggression emarf@ting from the Vatican caused 
Weygand to call up his forces and put his provinces in a posture 
of defense.. The question now is whether Weygand will be able to 
resist. | 

Weygand has in the neighborhood of 200,000 troops, with ample 
small arms and ammunition, but without heavy artillery, mech- 
anized equipment or tanks. He had a fairly impressive air force, 
including perhaps 900 first-line plane, but it is now thought that 
the German armistice commission has been able to force him to 
put at least a part of these planes out of combat condition. With 
this strength he must not only ward off threats from without; he 
must also govern a large native population. 

In order to help Weygand in his task and increase his power 
to resist, the able counselor of the American embassy at Vichy, 
Robert Murphy, was sent to ascertain his needs five months ago. 
Murphy learned that Weygand needed tea and sugar for the na- 
tives, oil for local industry, and certain other things. Our govern- 
ment then proposed to the British that these things be supplied to 
Weygand. The British ministry of economic warfare offered strong 
opposition, and the project fell through. 

Since then the Germans have ousted the ineffectual Italian 
negotiators in French North Africa. In their military mission .of 
between 50 and 60, the German army’s entire Arab department is 
included. The usual bribery and corruption has been carried on 
among the natives and the lower French officials. And more than 
one serious native riot has already occurred. 


FRANCO’S CHOICE Meanwhile, the Spaniards have concen- 

trated rather more than 200,000 troops in 
Spanish Morocco. The Germans are constantly increasing their 
strength in Libya, ferrying the men across in large air transports 
at the rate of many hundred a day and running the equipment 
across by sea at night. The Spanish forces are not-more than half 
effective, yet the threat is grave. It will become acute if internal 
unrest in French North Africa increases much further, for then the 
Germans will be able to say to the Spaniards, “Now is your last 
chance to satisfy your territorial ambitions. The French are rotten. 
Either you go in now, or get nothing later.” As all Spain is starving, 
Franco is reluctant to take the risk of being cut off from food from 
the outside by the British blockade. But if French North Africa 
seems to be disintegrating from within, Franco will be far. more 
likely to obey the Germans. Thus, the jig in the western Medi- 
terranean may perhaps be up. 

All this, of course, sounds very gloomy. It leaves out the counter- 
measures now: under consideration which may well avert the dan- 
ger. These include sending additional American diplomatic officials 
and military observers into French North Africa, to reinforce 
morale; doing the things for Weygand which we proposed to do 
during the winter, and which the British are now anxious for us 
to do; and perhaps dispatching an American naval vessel or two 
to Casa Blanca as a sort of demonstration of our interest in the war. 

While complacency is foolish, there is ample ground for hope 
that quick, determined action may yet save the day. But, even if 
the day is saved, the risks run by delay and indecision between 
the British and Americans should be a sharp lesson in the need for 
joint, long-term planning of British-American war strategy.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 
IT ISN’T THAT SIMPLE As I recall it, the Revolutionists 


who signed the Declaration of In- 
dependence were so out of sympathy with the constitutional con- 
vention of 1787 that only six of the 60-odd signers attended. 

Patrick Henry fulminated against it. Thomas Jefferson didn’t 
think much of it until they got the ten amendments on it. The 
constitution was framed in something approaching secrecy beCcaus@ 
its framers were dubious about the people’s attitude. They did not 
dare trust the legislatures to ratify it, because it was not at all 
pleasing to the agrarian groups:in the legislatures. 

It was out of this clash between the agrarian and urban inter- 
ests that came our first political parties, headed by Jefferson, the 
Democrat, and Alexander Hamilton, the Federalist, who opposed 
popular government and sought government by the few. 

Of the possible 4,000,000 persons in this country at that time, 
Woodrow Wilson, in his able work, estimated not more than 150,000 
had the right of suffrage. Had popular suffrage existed the con- 
stitution, without doubt, would not have been ratified. I trust the 
anti-poll-tax boys, whose chief argument is that we need the 
democracy of Jefferson’s time, will note that of our 4,000,000 per- 
sons less than 200,000 could vote. It is easier now to vote. It 
ought never to be so easy it means_nothing. The right to. vote must 
be controlled either by education@l requirements or by poll taxes. 
Those who insist on abolishing the poll tax—and offer no substitute, 
such as an educational requirement—are neither patriotic nor 
thoughtful. 


What I am getting at is this—there always have been differ-" 


ences of opinion in this country on our most vital questions. And 
that is a good thing. 

It is not well to say—“This is a holy cause, therefore let us not 
examine into it and let us not brook any questioning of it.” 

On this, the blackest day since the smashing of France, there 
is less enthusiasm for the cause of England among the people gen- 
erally than there was two months ago. 


THE 17 PER CENT The most reliable checks indicate that, 
while 80 per cent of the people approve 
aid to England, only about 17 per cent favor our going into the war. 
That is significant. It means, as Dorothy Thompson said a few 
days ago, that this country has little enthusiasm for this war. It 
means, as Barry Bingham said months ago, we muddied the origins 
of our thinking by calling our efforts “Aid to Britain” instead of 
“Anti-Hitler.” 

If 83 per cent of the people of this country are opposed to war, 
we will not go to war. 

So, it is not so simple as to say, “We are committed to England 
and to this cause. That is all there is-to say!” 

Unfortunately, it is not that simple. 

It is no more correct than to say, “What we need to do is to 
return to the democracy of Jefferson’s time.” 

Things weren’t simple then. 

There are, in Washington, two facts which give concern to those 
interested in the outcome of this war and our course. One is that 
few of those coming to Washington, for business or for industries, 
seem to have any conception of the real issue. They want to make 
money out of it. They will be disillusioned. The other is the 
knowledge the great mass of people in this country apparently 
remain unaware of what a Hitler victory would mean. 

The 17 per cent who wish us to get into the war before 
England is conquered, or so weakened she will have to sue for a 
separate peace, say that the 83 per cent who oppose this course 
are “dupes.” 

I do not think they are dupes. Quite obviously they are confused. 


A PRINCIPLE We are aiding England because England is fight- 
ing for a principle. But, obviously, the 83 per 
cent do not understand the principle or realize that it exists. One 
is willing to fight for a principle—not aid it. 
So, we find we have done a great job of selling the idea of aiding 
England.

Senator Sheppard Dies at 62 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—(4)— 
Senator Morris Sheppard, of Tex- 
as, dean of congress in point of 
service, and sponsor of the na- 
tional prohibition amendment, 
died today. He would have been 
66 years old next month. 

Expressing “sincere sorrow” at 
his death, President Roosevelt 
described hi mas “a tower of 
strength” in the work of national 
defense. 

Dr. George W. Calver, capitol 
physician, said death resulted from 
a slow hemorrhage into the brain, 
at 5 a. m. 


Senator Sheppard suffered an |

following several weeks of over- 
work. He became _ unconscious 
later that day but remained at 
home in care of his physician un- 
til Sunday, when he was taken 
to Walter Reed hospital. 

As chairman of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, Sheppard 
was in charge of much important 
legislation in connection with the 
defense program.

Sense of Humor

WASHINGTON (Tuesday)—An interesting letter came to me 
the other day. I have known the writer, Dame Rachel Crowdy, 
for some time; in fact, ever since the last World War. This letter 
is written on paper which bears the address, : 
“Ministry of Information, Malet Street, Lon- 
don.” I think, perhaps, you would be interested 
in it, so I want to share parts of it with you. 

“Dear Mrs. Roosevelt: 

“IT have intended for nearly two years to 
write to you and to send you photographs I 
took of the delightful school in Puerto Rico. I 
saw it when our West Indian commfgssion landed 
there in order to see how the United States was 
coping with some of the Caribbean problems 
that are common to us all. The children of 
the school were most excited when they heard 
that you and I knew each other. At the moment, 
alas, in the confusion of the present day, I cannot put my hands 
on the photographs, but I shall send them as soon as I find them. 

“T have an interesting job with the government. It consists in 
being a kind of ambassador for the ministry to the regional 
organizations, explaining ministerial policy to them and trying to 
bring their local needs to the attention of the people here. As a 
sideline, I look out for wartime hardships, which have a remedy, 
among the people and take them up with the ministries concerned. 
I have been doing this now for the last 15 months and find it very 
worth-while, though rather tiring sometimes, traveling so much 
in hard winter weather. 

“Lately, they have been sending me to the blitzed cities in 
order that the unbombed regions may profit by the experience of 
those that have been badly bombed. It is tragic work but it has a 
humorous side to it. The other day, in one of our worst cities, I 
noticed that the big cinema (movies) had been entirely destroyed 
except for the metal canopy, on which the announcement of the 
film to come is always posted. I went up and looked at it at close 
range and saw the white lettering spelled, ‘Watch for Re-opening 
Date!’ Talking to one old man, a self-made timber merchant, who 
had lost 20,000 pounds worth of property in a night, he finished 
up with his account of the losses to me by saying: ‘But what a 
wonderful chance for this city to widen its streets!’ ” 

I shall have to cut the letter off here and begin again tomorrow. 
There is much more that I think will interest you, but my space 
does not allow me to give it to you all at one time.
